NEW PROCEDURES FOR OUT-OF-STATE TRAVEL REQUESTS 
New procedures have been developed by the Office of Postsecondary 
Education and the Governor's Office for processing out-of-state travel 
requests, Effective immediately, all travel requests must have the following: 
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1 Strong justification for travel, We received today a 
memorandum from the Governor's Office stating, "Effective as 
of this date, ail requests for out-of-state travel must be 
accompanied by a letter stating fully the purpose and benefits 
of the requested travel. Please include copies of any pertinent 
documentation such as schedules, agendas, and programs. 
Any requests received not demonstrating the purpose and 
benefits of the out-of-state travel will be returned unsigned ’ 

2. Completed form. This includes the social security number, 
breakdown of expenses, the type of fund {state/federal), and 
the name or number of the fund (general, auxiliary, athletic, etc.) 

Indicating that expenses will be paid from state or federal 
funds is not sufficient You must include the name or number 
of the fund as iiwell. 

3. Acronyms must not be used when describing an organization 
or meeting. 

We stiti request that travel be sent at least 30 days in advance when possible, 
and that no travel be sent by facsimile unless an emergency exists.

SHELTON NAMED CERTIFIED PROFESSIONAL 
SECRETARY EXAMINATION CENTER 

Shelton State Community College has been named an established Certified 
Professional Secretary Examination Center by Professional Secretaries 
International. As an established certified center, Shelton's name will be 
released to all eligible candidates beginning with the May 1994 examination. 

CPS Examination Centers are approved on the basis of being conducive to 
good testing. The actual use of an approved center depends upon the number 
of secretaries who qualify to take the examination, if a sufficient number of 
qualified applicants select a center on the list, the center may be used for that 
administration. 

The CPS examination is administered by the Institute for Certification, a 
department of professional Secretaries International, and is a two day 
examnination that is offered twice a year.

SHELTON STATE’S NEW CAMPUS 
MASTER PLAN NEARS COMPLETION 

The architectural firm of Volkert & Associates presented the college with 
first drawings of the new campus master plan on Thursday, January 20. 'i 
plans included six drawings of three design concepts for the proposed 
college. The first design is the "mall concept" which features the college 
operation in one large multi-story structure much like a shopping mall. The 
second design, the "linear malF concept features one large structure, but has 
facets similar to a multi-building campus. The third design represents the 
traditional multi-buitding campus with eight to 10 single story/multi-story 
buiidirtgs. 

During the initial review of the master plan, it was decided that the 
construction of the main building(s) would begin at the small pond near the 
front of the campus. Parking areas are to be developed around the building 
site. The athletic fadtities would be near the center at the site behind the 
buildings. The Fire College buildings and drill field will be located on the 
northern section of the property site past the athletic facilities. 

Tom Umphrey, Ted Spring, Rick Rogers, and Bill Langston met again with 
the architects on February 4 to finalize the design concept for the new 
campus. Architects have begun working on the actual design of the building(s) 

. The college hopes to break ground of the campus for streets, curbs, etc. 

by May. 

As the master plans are developed and revised, they will be posted in the 
library on the Skyland Campus for your review. Your comments and 
suggestions are encouraged. Please contact Rick Rogers if you have any 
questiorts. 

MESSAGE FROM THE PRESIDENT 

Congratulations on a wor>derful start to 1994! The coming year promises to 
be an exciting time for our college as we move forward with several Impo'’ 
projects, I want to express my pnde and apprectation for all you 
accomplished last year and for your enthusiasm in approachin, 

challenges in 1994. 

The new campus plan continues to go well. On Jan. 20, the college was 
presented six drswirtgs of three different design concepts. By early February 
a final decision will be made on selecting a central design for the buiiding(s). 
The college is also in the process of completing the necessary arrangements 
for B bond issue. We anticipate going to the bond market within the next 60 
days. 

We also met recently with representatives from Arorwv Realty regarding the 
purchase of our 15th Street Campus By mid-February, we will negotiate a 
date that the rampus will be vacated. The determining factor In setting this 
date of course will be decided by projected construction completion dates of 
our new campus. 

Finally, the college has hired the firms of N.C. Morgan/Hall, Taylor and 
/Mutt, Inc. to serve as construction managers for the building process, 
three firms have entered into a joint venture to represent the college in tWe 
extremely important position. Having a loea! firm serve as construction 
manager will help insure that local construction firms and vendors afe 
involved with the building process, thus creating a trerrwndous econornlc 
input for West Alabama.
